LEFTOVERS 
IN DISGUISE 


By WILDA HOYT. 

What to do with the bits of per- 
fectly good food which are inherited 
from the ample dinner, yet, unaided, 
make too small a contribution to honor 
a second meal? 

Let us study their possibilities as 
ingredients for delicious entrees and 
see what can be done with them. 

Sea food au gratin offers one way 
in which to use remnants of several 
kinds of fish, Butter a pretty baking 
dish that can go right to the table and 
prepare a rich white sauce in the usual 
way. To the sauce add diced tuna 
fish, lobster, scallops, shrimp, crab- 
meat . . or any fish that happens 
to be on hand. Pour the mixture into 
the baking dish, cover with grated 
cheese and buttered bread crumbs, and 


put into the oven until the crumbs 
are browned. 

To use cold boiled potatoes and left- 
overs of codfish or creamed finnan 
haddie . . in the center of a but- 
tered baking dish place the flaked fish 
and around it lay slices of the boiled 
potato. Pour a white sauce over all; 
dot with butter and paprika and bake 
in a moderate oxen until thoroughly 
heated and of a nice light brown tone. 

Spinach has a way of being left— 
with no one to clamor for it. Try it 
with eggs en casserole, dressed with a 
cheese sauce. Season the spinach with 
a teaspoon of minced onion softened 
in a tablespoon of butter, a sprinkle of 
pepper and salt, and spread a layer of 


| the mixture in the bottom of a baking 


dish. On top drop raw eggs; cover 
with a cheese white sauce and a few 
buttered crumbs; bake in a moderate 
oven until the eggs are set. 

A cup of left-over rice and enough 
stewed tomatoes (flavored with onion) 
to moisten it well makes another nice 
bed on which to drop eggs, which in 
turn should receive a liberal sprinkling 
of grated cheese to top them off. Bake 
in a moderate oven until the eggs are 
firm.

You cannot save without scrimping 
on breakfast? I know that it seems 


that way, for | we all regard breakfast 
mm as. the most set 
meal in the. day. 
In most families a 
regular routine 
menu is just never 
broken. Even on 
Sunday the only 
difference is the 
leisurely way in 
which the first 
meal is served. 
But there are 
: savings that may 
- accrue rom 
thoushifully ai: breakfasts. 
Fruit, cereal, or an egg, toast and 
coffee ... these are the component 
parts that make np the average 
American’s daily breakfast. And how 
can you save on any of these stand- 
ard items. For one thing, it is pos- 
sible to plan breakfasts by the week, 


and for your trouble have a substan- 
tial little saving. 

Here’s how: First comes the fruit, 
which in many homes is the daily 
bracer of orange or grapefruit juice. 
Do you buy the proper kind of fruit 
when juice is the desired element? 
The small, thin-skinned variety is the 
best to buy; the smaller oranges are 
much Jess expensive and yield almost 
twice the juice as do the larger ones 
for the same outlay of money. To- 
mr.o juice is an equally popular bracer 
in many homes today. It can be pur- 
chased in bottles, ready to serve in 
attractive cocktail glasses at a cost of 
about three cents per portion. Baked 
apples, applesauce, prunes and apri- 
cots are also among the favorite fruits 
which may be served at little cost for 
breakfast. My own plan is to alter- 
nate these inexpensive fruits during 


the weekly service and sv keep appe- 
tites interested—at a saving. 

Having ' discussed thoroughly the 
first requirement for the well-planned 
breakfast, let us consider the cereal. 
Hot cereals, in general, yield more 
nourishment for their cost than the 
prepared or cold varieties, because the 
labor that goes into the manufacture 
of the latter makes them more expen- 
sive. "The choice of cereal, however, 
is more a matter of taste. We can 
on)y say that if the family likes them 
hot, and if the homemaker has a lit- 
tle time at her disposal, she may find 
it more economical to prepare her 
own cereals. ; 

Now for the daily ege. We are all 
terribly fussy about getting pure white 
eggs—willing to pay a little more ‘for 
them—but the humbler brown va- 
riety will provide us with the same 
fresh taste, the same amount of nu- 
triment, and brown eggs can be had 
at several cents less per dozen. 

We have now reached the toast and 
coffee—to many the main course of 
breakfast. Toast is most crisp and 
delicious when made from stale bread, 
for then the bread is partially dried 
out and toasting completes the proc- 
ess. Cut bread that has been saved 
in the breadbox is ideal for the pur- 
pose; and even stale rolls and muffins 
take on a new, delicious taste when 
toasted. 

Coffee, the piece de resistance of 
almost every adult breakfast, can 
make the meal or ruin it my experi- 
ence has taught me. A third of the 
usual amount of coffee used in most 
households can be saved if the coffee 
is properly made and if the right 
equipment is used. Drip coffee is 
fast becoming known as the best and 
most economically prepared, In an- 


other talk we shall discuss at length | 


this subject which is almost impor- 
tant enough to deserve a lecture de- 
voted to it alone.

Were we asked to pass snap judg- 
ment upon the menu prepared entirely 
from the pantry shelf, most of us 
would describe it as a sketchy «affair 
of cold meat and pickles, of cheese 
and potato chips. Few suspect that 
the up-to-date pantry shelf stands 
ready to provide on a moment’s no- 


tice the makings of a full cooked meal. 
Yes—cocktail fruits and the foun- 
dation for delicious bisques and soups 
are always there. For ertrees there 
are jars of boned white meat of chick- 
en, veal loaf, corned beef hash and 
whole tongues, ready to heat and 
serve with a savory sauce which you 
can make in a few minutes’ time. 
Then as a substitute for freshly 
cooked potatoes the pantry shelf has 
several delicatessen products which 
will take their place. Shoestring po- 
tatoes (now available in wax paper 
containers) are good to serve with the 
chicken a la king ;*for creamed chicken 
a generous dish of noodles with fried: 
bread crumbs and brown butter spread 
over the top: with veal loaf or tongue 
a good brand of canned spaghetti. 
For a fancy vegetable other than 
the usual canned peas, corn or toma- 
toés, the shelf may offer us canned 
asparagus—thick, white, juicy stalks 
or tender green asparagus; canned 
mushrooms to be heated in cream 
sauce; French green limas to be served 
with a butter sauce; green beans, wax 
beans and spinach packed in glass ean 
hardly be detected from the fresh 
product—and so on down the line. 
_ Assorted diced fruits and vegetables 
in jars are available for quick salads 
that are substantial and highly nour- 
ishing, and canned or preserved fruits 
stand ready to turn themselves into de- 
licious, quickly made desserts, to be 
followed by tea, coffee or chocolate, as 
the taste or the time may suggest. 
Selectivity is. of course, the first re- 
quirement of the up-to-date pantry 
shelf—restocking supplies with regu- 
larity as jars of this and that are sub- 
tracted is the next step to watch, and 
the third point is that which concerns 
cooking. The canny housekeeper sees 
that the pantry shelf always carries 
ready prepared foundation foods for 
a number of easily prepared recipes— 
so that when dinner or luncheon, sup- 
per or tea is served no one present is 
even remotely conscious of sitting 
down to an emergency meal. :

ICE BOX 
EFFICIENCY 


So much of the muss and fuss about 
the ice box has been done away with 
that on first thought it seems that 
the ultimate of service has been 
reached. Yet in. spite of the conven- 
ience and economy gained the real 
secret of ice box efficiency lies in 
the homemaker’s own hands. 

To know how to-store foods wisely 
so that each receives its proper degree 
of cold; how to keep delicate foods 


from absorbing the odors and flavors 
of stronger ones; how preserve the 
freshness of left-overs; how to plan 
menus whose recipes may be prepared 
early in the day, kept in the ice box, 
then taken right from the box to the 
stove or table at the last minute— 
these are the real elements of ice box 
efficiency, when all is said and done. 

Of this groip perhaps the question 
of left-overs is the most important 
one, for their good use results in great 
savings each month. 

Remnants of cooked meat and fish 
quickly dry out, so if you wish to 
keep them in good condition put them 
in tightly covered containers or wrap 
around them several sheets of waxed 
paper. 

Left-over berries and fruits that 
have been washed or cut into pieces 
should never be put back into the re- 
frigerator with the expectation that 
they will maintain their original fresh- 
ness. It is far better to at once make 
them into some form of dessert thzt 
will protect them. The various tapioca 
recipes are excellent for this purpose, 
and when quick cooking tapioca is 
used they require only a few minutes 
to prepare. 

A similar treatment may be given 

many other left-overs. Scraps of meat, 
chicken or fish can 
delicious jellied meat ioaf that will 
often serve as both a meat and a 
salad course. So with the vegetables, 
and particularly the salad greens. 
Sliced cucumbers, sliced tomatoes and 
dieed green pepper or celery cannot

be kept fresh enough to use for a sec- | 


ond serving by simply standing them 


in the ice box. They become watery | 


and discolored, and so are a total | 
loss. But if you mold them into a 
celatin salad you can set the molds 
in the refrigerator and the food will | 
be as fresh and dainty several days 
later as it was on the day of its 
preparation.

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AT THE CHILDREN’S 1 TABLE 


BY MARY HOPE NORRIS,

Today food authorities are deeply 
concerned with carbohydrates, fats, 


proteins, similar elements and- vita- 
mins, and their re- 
lation to general 
health. Through 
their experiments 
in this direction ye 
have come to know 
the various foods 
in different terms 
than of old, and to 
appreciate that in 
the diet of the child 
whole wheat prod- 
ucts are absolutely 
essential to growth 
and good health. 
Cereals rank high 
as a source of starch, They are 
low in fat content, and medium as a 
source of protein, their average in 
the latter element being about 11 
per cent. Therefore whole wheat bread 
should materially decrease the required 
amount of meat in the children’s 
menus, 

Whole wheat contains a large 
amount of Vitamin B. When this 
product is consumed in the form of 
bread and is supplemented by butter— 
high in Vitamin A content—we are 
giving the child two very important 
vitamins—A, which builds up resist- 
ance, especially to diseases of the eye; 
and B, which wards off nervous ail- 
ments, 

In the children’s diet whole wheat 
bread sHould always be given in pref- 
erence to white bread, and it should 
be at least one day old when eaten; 
the staler it is the better. Butter, 
because of its fat and its Vitamin A 
content, may be spread on the whole 
wheat bread in generous quantity. 
However, when serving whole wheat 
bread for dinner or supper, for the 
sake of variety it is well to use fresh 
honey or a good brand of cheese. 

To understand the value of whole 
wheat bread we must first consider 
the makeup of a grain of wheat it- 
self. First, there is the outer cov- 
ering or husk, which is remeved.- in 
all milling processes. Next come the 
bran coats, containing highly valuable 
mineral matter. We also have the 
gluten — a thick, elastic substance

There may be .some measure of 
truth in the old adage that beauty 
is only skin deep, but its origin lies 
deeper and depends on the health and 
proper functioning of tke system 
equally as much as upon external 
eare and protection of the tissues. 


Diet is one of the most influen- 
tial factors in the maintenance of 
health and beauty. We can trace 
most physical ailments and most skin 
troubles to an unbalanced and un- 
suitable diet. A knowledge of the 
value of different foods is therefore 
most desirable and helpful. 


For example, practically everyone 
would benefit greatly by increasing 
the daily consumption of fruits to 
balance the heavy foods eaten... 
foods which have a tendency to clog 
the system. In this respect perhaps 
no other branch of the fruit family 
is more effective than that which is 
known as the citrus group—the 
oranges, lemons and grapefruit. 

There are, of course, a very few 
instances in which doctors will ad- 
vise against the use of fruit, but this 
is only in special cases, where a cer- 
tain abnormal tendency is to be com- 
batted, and where the _ individual 
metabolism operates in reverse to the 
general. Broadly speaking, however, 
there is practically no one who will 
not benefit by th drinking of orange 
juice two or three times a day. It 
is a \ery good thing to begin the day 
with it, and to have it again in the 
afternoon and evening ... or it may 
be taken before one’s meals. 

Those having a tendency to slug- 
gish liver and sallow complexion will 
find the juice of a lemon diluted in 
half a glass of warm, unsweetened 
water is very helpful in clearing both 
system and skin. This is best taken 
on arising—every morning. 

A grapefruit for breakfast or as 
the first course at luncheon also 
helps to clear the system and in most 
cases assists in eorrecting acidosis. 
It should be taken without sugar 
whenever this tendency is present. 

As many skin troubles such as 
eruptions and. sallowness can _ be 
traced directly to an acid condition 
or to sluggishness of the facial cir- 
culation or digestive organs, these 
tendencies should be combatted 
through dietary as well as external 
measures. And this can indeed be 
accomplished by including in the 
daily menu an abundance of foods 
that are direct aids to beauty.

THE SOLDIERS’ HOME CASE. 

The decision of the hospitaliza- 
tion board of the veterans’ admin- 
istration to locate a branch of the 
hational home for disabled soldiers 
near Biloxi in Mississippi is not to 
be taken as a foreclosure of the 
claim of the southeastern states for 
a similar institution. On the con- 
trary, those veterans who have been 
active in promoting the latter, and 
especially those seeking for the lo- 
cation of such a home in the At- 


that their claim will receive defi- 
nite consideration in the next ses- 
Sion of congress. 

The veterans’ administration, un- 
der General: Frank T. Hines, is be- 
ing competently directed and with 
the fullest sympathy for the im- 
mediate needs of the disabled vet- 
erans requiring hospitals and 
homes. The reasons for a home in 
the lower Mississippi-Louisiana area 
were most appealing and the locat- 
ing board felt impelled to provide 
for them at once. 

But looking ahead to the growing 
needs of the veterans in the south- 
eastern states, the board knows that 
provision must be made for them 
and that the reasons submitted for 
the location of such a home in or 
near Atlanta are of the most per- 
Suasive character and force. 

With the idea that only one home 
for veterans would be allocated to 
the southern states there was much 
jockeying by southern congressmen 
to secure it, each contending for its 
location in his own state. Now, 
however, it is assured that the Bi- 
loxi institution will be but one of 
such regional homes, and that the 
undeniable claims of the veterans in 
the southeast will be met later (on. 
The matter will receive responsive 
and proper attention during the 
winter session of the congress, with 
Atlanta’s interests in a home fully 
represented.

They stand upon the fact 
that the supreme court of the nation 
has saic it was legally inserted in the 
supreme law and therefore is <acro- 
sanct. On the other hand, we aré chal- 
lenged by those who contend that pub- 
lic opinion has changed and now de- 
mands a new decision upon the policy. 


The Form of That Demand. 


The most sensible and popular de- 
mand by the. anti-prohibitionists is 
for the submission to the people of 
another amendment to repeal the 
eighteenth, or prohibition, amendment. 
All other propositions from that side 
are dodging or straddling substitutes 
that quite evidently no considerable ' 
part of the people wish to consider. 

Straight repeal of the’ eighteenth 
amendment is the honest and concrete 
proposition for the opponents of na- 
tional prohibition to stand upon. 

The repeal of the amendment would 
restore the problem of the liquor 
traffic to where it was before the 
amendment was ratified, when 33 
states had adopted prohibition on their 
own terms and 15 states were yet wet 
and infested with saloons and all the 
evils that attend them. 


The invasion of the rights of the 
dry states by the law-defying liquor- 
ites of the wet states is what infu- 
riated the dry states and produced te 
high tide that swept the eighteenth 
amendment into the constitution.

ithat Allen came~to his death as the 


result of a fracture at the base of the 
skull, a fractufe of the collar bone, 
and. air getting under.the tissues: be- 
neath the skin (a lung puncture). 
The physician who signed the certifi- 
cate said that he could not determine 
whether Allen’s heart displacement 
was due to injury in the accident or 
'whether it had ‘been displaced pre- 


viously, det 
Dies During X-Ray.. 

Allen, on arrival at his home, was 
in such a condition that his family 
called Dr. Archibald Smith, who 
reached the house within 14 minutes 
and, after a hurried examination, or- 
dered the patient to be sent to Craw- 
ford Long hospital immediately. Dr. 
Smith arranged for X-ray pictures to 
be taken as soon as Allen reached the 
hospital, and a consultant physician 
was called. 4 

Dr. Smith, the consultant physician, 
and Dr. E. D. Saye, in charge of the 
|X-ray laboratories at the Long hos- 
pital, began making pictures in order 
to determine the full extent of the in- 
juries. Allen died, however, while the 
pietures were being made, 

Allen was stpuck down in front of 
his. home, 917 Piedmont avenue, and 
was carried to Grady hospital, where 
relatives were refused admission to 
the room where he was being treated, 
according to affidavits signed by mem- 
bers of Allen’s family. ' ; 

After examination at Grady, Allen's 
relatives were informed that Allen's 
injuries were not serious, and that 
they could take him home, it was said. 
Allen became worse when he reached 
home and Dr. Smith was summoned. 

Surprise expressed by physicians 
and nurses who handled the Allen 
case after the injured man__ left 
Grady was described in an affidavit 
of John H. Allen, who said that a 
supervising nurse at Crawford Long 
hospital told him that if his father 
had had proper treatment at Grady 
and not been sent away he probably 
would haye had a_ better chance to 
survive. Physicians at the Long 
hospital told him they did not see 
why .attendants at Grady could not 
see that his father was injured seri- 
ously, Allen said. 

John H. Allen’s affidavit revealed 
that..the late furniture dealer was 
injured in an automobile accident 
in 1929 and dismissed from Grady as 
not seriously injured when he was 
suffering from fractured ribs and a 
fractured collar bone, about which 
Grady attendants had said and done 
nothing. 

- Wounds Streaming Blood. 

Mrs. Landers, in an_ affidavit 
signed also by her mother, said that 
Allen's wounds were streaming blood 
when he left Grady, and that he was 
having chills. Allen complained of 
his tondition, and said he was dy- 
ing, Mrs. Landers. said. A rapid ex- 
amination of Allen at his home by 
another physician who was called in 
when his condition became worse re- 
vealed within a féw minutes that 
Allen was in a desperate condition, 
she said. 

Dr. Douglas, interne, who treated 
Allen Thursday night at Grady. 
expressed belief that Allen died of 
heart failure following shock, He 
said that he worked with Allen for 
more than an hour, and found him 
able to walk without assistance. There 
was no indication that Allen might be 
suffering from skull fracture or lung 
puncture, Dr. Douglas said. 

The automobite which struck Allen 
was seized by police, it having been 
abandoned by the occupants after the 
accident. ‘The car's ownership was 
traced through’ the license tag, a late 
owner telling police he had traded 
it in to an automobile firm, where it 
was resold. 

The .consultant doctor, one of At- 
lanta’s leading practitioners, who aid- 
ed in the examination of Allen in the 
X-ray room of the Crawford Long 
hospital shortly before he YHed, de- 
clared that the patient seemed to 
be suffering from shock and that the 
X-rays taken after death showed 
freshly fractured ribs and a fractured 
shoulder. The consultant said that it 
was certain Allen was not given an 
X-ray examination at Grady hospital. 

The seriousness of his condition would 
| have been revealed if he had been 
thoroughly examined, he said. 

He also added that the Grady at- 
tache who attended Allen when 
he was brought to the city institu- 
tion had called him (the consultant) 
Friday afternoon, after it was made 
known that an investigation would 
be made into the Grady treatment, 
and in an hour’s’= conversation at- 
tempted to explain his side of the 
case. He declared that he had exam- 
ined <Allen’s heart and found it 
in good condition and that the pa- 
tient was able to walk and asked 
to go home and that the family 
wanted to take him home, therefore 
he (the Grady attache) dismissed 
the patient, the consultant said he 
was told. 

Allen was a native o° Forsyth coun- 
ty. In addition to his widow, he is 
survived by a son, John H. Allen, and 
a daughter, Mrs. J. L. Landers. He 
came to Atlanta 59 years ago, and 
retired from the furniture business .a 
year ago. 

Funeral services will be held at 
o'clock Sunday afternoon from Spring 
Hill chapel and interment will be in 
Crest Lawn cemetery, with H. M. 
Patterson & Son in charge.

WILLIAM BRADY, 


POISONS IN THE HOUSE. 
A young woman tells a story with 


a moral: 
A week ago I went to the bath- 


room to take some medicine for my | 


headache, and by mistake I took the 
lysol instead of the medicine I in- 
tended taking. I was so nervous from 
the pain in my head. You see, I 
had a small quantity of lysol left, 
so I had put that in a regular medi- 
cine bottle. That is how I happened 
to put the bottle to my lips, and 
some of the lysol got in my mouth, 
though I don’t believe I actually swal- 
lowed any. Ever since, I cannot taste 
anything at all. Can you tell me 
anything to bring my taste back? I 
am getting weak because I cannot eat 
anything and I feel very dépressed 
about the accident... 

First, I do not know of anything 
but time to restore the taste. When 
the damage done the delicate tjssues 
of the mouth by the phenol compound 
heals the taste will probably return. 


Lysol is a mixture of a creol (“car- | 


bolic’ or’ a similar chemical) with 
liquid ‘soap. 

The first moral to be drawn from 
the story is this: 

Never keep poisons in the home. 

If anything at all poisonous must 
be used in the home it should be 
kept elsewhere than in the medicine 
closet or with the toilet articles. 
had a good lesson about that when 
I was a medical student.. In those 
days we still used the cresol called 


phenol or more familiarly ‘“carbolic 
acid” for various purposes and I had 
a vial of the pure phenol on the shelf 
alongside of some lotion I used on 
the face after shaving. One day in 
a, hurry I rubbed a handful of the 
@ure liquid phenol upon my map by 
mistake, and for a time I looked just 
as tough as I am, 

There has been considerable agita- 
tion to have some standard and char- 
acteristic container adopted for uni- 
versal use for poisons, Such a bot- 
tle having spikes all over its surface 
would instantly warn one who picked 
it up by mistake—if there were some 
way to prevent the use of a similar 
rough-surfaced container for harmless 
things. However, that would not have 


prevented such a mistake as the young } 


lady tells us she made.

receiving room, but the hospital at- 
taches would not let us in to see him. 
We peeked through a crack in the 
door and saw my father. He was 
screaming. When a nurse came out 
of the room to answer a_ telephone 
call, we asked her if my father was 
injured badly. The nurse said that he 
was not, but that he had some cuts 
and bruises and possibly a fractured 
ankle. The nurse said his ankle seem- 
ed to be the worst injury. 

“During the time we were waiting 
to see my father five patients were 
brought into the emergency clinic. All 
of this time we were refused per- 
mission to see m father. He was 
screaming and yelling, ‘Please don’t 
hurt me. -Please don’t hurt me,’ so 
that he could be heard as far as But- 
ler street. The Grady hospital staff 
did not use anything to deaden- his 
eae or quiet his nerves while he was 
eing treated, it appeared from the 
noises. 

“We had waited for at least half 
an hour when a nurse came out of the 
room and handed my mother an ad- 
mission card to the clinic, and. told 
us to send my-father back Friday or 
Monday to have his ankle dressed 
again. One ef the doctors came out, 
and we asked him if my father was 


; injured geriously. The doctor said he 


was not: he said the worst injury was 
to his ank¥e, and that the flesh had 
been gouged out to such an extent he 
could not sew ‘it up, but he believed 
it would be all right as he had fixed 
it. There was no one left in the room 
with my father, and we inquired of 
the nurse what to do and she’ told 
us to take him home. 


“We told the nurse we did not 
have an automobile and the nurse 
and Dunn, who had dressed my 
father’s foot and stitched a wound on 
his head, told us they would order a 
taxicab. When we asked if my father 
was able to walk so as to get into the 
cab, the nurse said: ‘Yes, he is not 
injured seriously.’ 

“My father was groaning and say- 
ing, ‘Oh, my back!’ The doctor asked 
me if my father bent over naturally 
and I told him that he did not, that 
he was a little round-shouldered, but 
that he walked erect. (This was either 
Dr. Dunn or another interne.) 

“*You take a look at him and see 
what you think. He is all bent over, 
the doctor said. (Dr. Dunn, or an- 
other interne.) ; 

“This was the first time we were 
allowed to see my father. He was 
sitting on a high stool, and leaning 
on a shelf. He was barefooted and 
blood streamed down his face. He 
groaned and moaned, saying something 
nbout his back and shoulders. His 
clothes were wet and he had one chil! 
after another. 

“One of the doctors came in and 
we asked him if he was certains that 
my father could walk to the car and 


be earried home. He said that it 
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‘the car. The nurse said he did® not 
| have but one shoe on when he came 
_in, but I found the other shoe behind 
where he was sitting. The doctor put 
one shoe on without any sock, and 


would be all right, though my father 
would be sore from being bumped by

'He arrived within 15 minutes after 
‘being called. Dr. Smith raised the 
| lids of my father’s eyes, and shook his 
head. Dr. Smith examined the heart, 
'shoulder and lungs, and said that the 
heart seemed to have been moved out 
‘of place and that my father seemed to 
have a fractured shoulder and a punc- 
/tured lung. When Dr. Smith pulled 
| the shirt down to examine the shoul- 
ider, there was a large swelling from 
'the neck to the shoulder, in front. 

| “Dr. Smith asked that we send my 
'father to a hospital immediately. We 
‘informed him that we had just 
| brought him home from Grady hos- 
'pital. Dr. Smith said: ‘Do you mean 
to tell me that they sent this man 
home?’ We said: ‘Yes, in a taxicab.’ 
In the meantime my father had bled 


so much that the pillow and bed 
cléthes were soaking WP with blood. 
“Dr. Smith called the Crawford 
Long hospital and asked for an ambu- 
lance and a room as well as prepara- 
tions for X-ray pictures. y that 
time it required the efforts of several 
persons to hold my father on the bed. 
Dr. Smith told us he did not believe 
that my father had a chance, but he 
rushed him to the hospital to get 
some X-ray pictures taken to find out 
just what the trouble was.

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AGAINST PORTUGAL 


Boat Passengers Arriv- 
ing at Lisbon Tell of 
Madeira Revolt. 


LISBON, Portugal, April 10.—(4) 
A story of having been held pris- 
oner by rebels at Funchal, Madeira, 
for three days was brought here to- 
night by the steamer Carvalho Arau- 
jo carrying 177 passengers from the 
Azores and Madeira. 

Captain Pinto told the Associated 


Press that one of the passengers was 
an American who with two French- 
men and several Englishmen filed 
protests with their consulates against 
what they considered illegal deten- 
tion. 

The * “imprisonment” was of a for- 
mal nature, Captain Pinto said, and 
involved no hardships except to de- 
lay those who wanted to continue 
their voyage. 

The rebel officers boarded the 
steamer as soon as she reached Fun- 
chal, he said, and told him he and 
his passengers must consider them- 
selves prisoners. They seized the car- 
go consisting of 80 bullocks and sev- 
eral hundred bags of foodstuffs. Later 
they gave him a receipt saying, “Go 
get your money from the Lisbon treas- 
ury.”” 

Thirty lieutenants and sergeants 
who were returning to Lisbon from 
th: Azores after being granted a par- 
don by President Carmona for com- 
plicity in the last conspiracy, were 
among the passengers and these join- 
ed the rebels, being warmly welcomed 
into the fold. Colonel Noronha, com- 
manding officer of the Fayal garri- 
son, hid in the ship's hold and re- 
mained there three days without be- 
ing discovered. 

Immediately on landing Colonel No- 
ronha reported to the minister of war 
and told him that he saw trenches 
being dug around the island, a num- 
ber of small guns and 8.50 centi- 
meter guns placed on the hillside, in 
addition to existing land batteries, 
making the island almost impregnable, 
he said. 

Captain Pinto said that 2,500,000 
escudos (about $112,500) had been 
taken from the Bank of Portugal at 
Funchal to meet the expenses of run- 
ning the island. 

Advices from Porto Santo, one of 
the Madeira group, «said that the 
transport Pedro Gomez arrived today 
carrying troops to combat the rebels. 
She will be joined by other trans- 
ports and warships and the expedi- 
tion will then sail for Madeira, 40 
miles away.

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FARNED INCOME TAX 


REDUCTIONS SOUGHT 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—(P)— | 


Increased exemptions to federal in- 
come taxpayers on earned income were 
recommnded today to the joint con- 
gressional committee on internal reve- 
nue taxation by its investigators. _ 

“The present earned income relief 
can properly be increased somewhat 
on net incomes up to about $25,000; 
no additional relief should be given on 
net ineomes between $28,000 and 
$30,000: on net incomes above $50,- 
000 considerably more relief should be 
given,” the report recommended. 

It was submitted to Chairman Haw- 
lev of the house ways and means com- 
mittee. chairman of the joint tax com- 
mittee, by L. H. Parker, chief -of the 
investigating staff. 

Parker said the report “was not 
prepared with reference to the pres- 
ent economic situation and therefore 
its publication should not be construed 
as indicating the practicability of 
adopting any of the suggestions con- 
tnined therein in the immediate fu- 
ture.” 

The report said the 20 per cent 
limit now applied to business profits 
in determining the amount earned “is 
unfair and entirely arbitrary.” _ 

It was also proposed that $75,000 
be made the maximum limit for rec- 
ognizing individual incomes as “earn- 
ed’ for taxation purposes.
